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1 , A combumdoii of a fixable socket and a plug revolvable tfaereih for condocting dectiic 
power and for mechanically sup p aitin g in a desi^ on€ata^n an eppfiance receiving 
saM pow^, said combination conpising: 

a) a socket rigidly attachable to a stznctiire suzfiice,. said socket comprising a 
non-condncfive body configured for aUacfament to said sut&ce; and a fiont &ce inchicfing 

' at least four spacedr^art hollow arcoate receptacles, all said receptacles having a 
common oeaatea: of curvature^ each receptacle c ontaining a conductive demeat inynilatfvl 
fiomdie remaining craductive elements and being electncaUy connected to its own cable 
twrmmni^ a &st set of tadial locator elements beuig provided on said front fsice; 

b) a plug, insertable into said socket axul revolvable tiierein, said plug conquising a 
non-conductive body having a rear &ce configured to carry a second set of locator 
elements to contact and engage sdd first set of locator element for re^^ 

in a desired angular position relative to said socket, a plurality of arcuate conducting 
prong elements fnyatlatftii fiom eadi odier and engagable wrtii said arcuate recqptacles to 
CQoitact said coxiductive elements disposed herein, eacb prong element bdng electrically 
connected to its own plug cable tnnznal, said plug being arranged to mechanically 
support an appliance vAddh is elecHically connected to receive power Scorn said plug 
cable terminals^ 
and 

e) releasable latching means aflanhftd to said combination, prodding v^ien engaged a 
retmtion £nce between said socket and said phig to retain said locator elements in 
inter-engag^ent, said latching means being hand releasable to allow full disengagement 
of said plug and said ^Uance attached thereto, and also to allow partial witiultawal for 
disengagement of said locator dements to permit revolution of said plug \^nle 
maintaining contact widi said socket 

2. The socket and phig combination as claimed in claim 1, herein said hollow arcuate 
receptacles esctend through 360 degrees to allow fuU revolution of said plug in said 
socket

6. Ihe socket and plug combination as claimed in claim I, wbe?ein said appliance is an 
electdcli^ fitting. 

7. A ^fixed socket and zevolvable plag combination sobstanlially as described 
heranbe£»e and withrefezonce to ^ accon|)an7ing drawiiigs. 
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
